The  Old  President's  Home  on 
College  Avenue,  constructed  in  1925 
during  Northwestern  president  V.L. 
Roy's  administration,  will  become 
the  new  NSU  Alumni  Center 
following  complete  renovations  to 
the  58-year-old,  two-story  structure. 

A  preview  open  house  at  the 
Alumni  Center  is  scheduled  from  1 
p.m.  to  3  p.m.  on  Saturday,  Oct.  I, 
as  one  of  the  highlights  of  Nor- 
thwestern's  99th  anniversary 
Homecoming  celebration. 

Following  the  Homecoming 
weekend,  the  NSU  Alumni  Center 
will  be  closed  for  complete 
renovations,  which  are  expected  to 
cost  at  least  $75,000.  The  facility 
will  reopen  in  the  spring  of  1984,  the 
year  of  the  university's  centennial. 

Housed  in  the  Alumni  Center  will 
be  the  offices  of  Ray  Carney, 
director  of  external  affairs;  Gary  C. 
Jones,  director  of  alumni  affairs. 
and  Leigh  Wood,  coordinator  of  the 


NSU  Entertainers  and  director  of 
the  facility. 

Programs  relating  to  the  NSU 
Alumni  Association,  alumni  ser- 
vices, NSU  Foundation,  special 
events,  athletic  alumni  and  the  NSU 
Entertainers  will  be  administered 
through  the  Alumni  Center. 

The  Old  President's  Home  was 
the  official  residence  of  10  Nor- 
thwestern presidents:  V.L.  Roy, 
William  Tison,  A. A.  Fredericks, 
Joe  Farrar,  A.C.  Maddox  (acting), 
Joseph  Gibson,  Garnie  W. 
McGinty,  H.L.  Prather.  John  S. 
Kyser  and  Arnold  R.  Kllpatrick. 

It  was  during  Kilpalrick's  ad- 
ministration that  the  New 
President's  Home  was  constructed 
in  the  mld-l960's.  The  Department 
of  Home  Economics  at  NSU 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  Old 
President's  Home  in  1965  and 
managed  It  until  the  spring  of  1983 
as  the  Home  Management  House.
